MICHIGAN CITY, Ind., April 
2.—Tale of crime ranging from 
floggings to murder and political 
corruption, committed or sanc­ 
tioned by the Ku Klux Klan, was 
revealed here today by D. C 
Stephenson, once Indiana klan 
dragon, and second in command 
of the national klan.

given under order of Judge W. H. S. 
Thomson, of the 
United States dis­ 
tric t court of Pennsylvania. 
The deposition was taken under di­ 
rection of Van C. Barrlckman, Pitts- 
irgh attorney, who is counsel in a. 
ll suit seeking to oust the klan 
Mug Pennsylvania. 
were flogged, lynched and 
burned at the stake for opposing the 
Klan,

them to its will. Stephenson revealed. 
Names Victim of Wrath. 
* Catholic. churches were burned and 
p in a ta , idol* were incited and politi­ 
cal officials bent to eum ipt ways 
through orders of the klan chiefs. 
Parts of the deposition, dealing with 
murders and political crimes charged 
to the klan, are witheld'pending court 
action on the dfspostion. 
The published portion, however, re­ 
veals the inner workings of the organi­ 
zation as it appeared to the man who 
oncq ruled it. 
It Was called by offi­ 
cials who saw the deposition, “the 
first real unmasking of the klan.” 
Stephenson told freely of victims 
of Klan wrath, and of perpetrators of

Menace to Old World Peace 
P rank ll. Slmonds, now touring Europe, sends back 
word that unless Europe changes b s ideas about many 
things, the Polish-German 
quarrel 
over the national 
boundary between these nations will always menace 
the peace of the Gold World, and points out that he 
has little hope of an amicable understanding being ar­ 
rived at bet wee n these powers. 
If Slmonds is right in his diagnosis of a particularly 
em barrassing situation, then there is a problem which 
m erits the immediate attention of Die League of Nations. 
Reduced to Its lowest term s, as one not entirely fam­ 
iliar with all the intrigues of Germany-Poland diplomacy 
aees the situation, the whole problem turns upon tIi** 
•Ingle issue of the Polish corridor. 
WHI Germany consent to recognize as perm anent this 
creation of the Paris peace conference, under the in­ 
spiration of P resident W ilson? 
Will Poland, in return 
for German and European concessions, and guarantees 
elsewhere, agree to a revision, to the suppression of this 
avenue to the open sea, which cuts straight across old 
German territory and divides E ast Prussia from the 
Reich? 
A fter a month devoted to examination of the question, 
Slmonds says certain conclusions are Inevitable. 
In the first place it Is the coi& iasus of all informed 
and authoritative opinion th at no eastern Locarno is at 
the present hour even thinkable. 
Ami the reason is, he 
points out, that no statesm an, party or public man in 
Germany could retain the sm allest degree of power or 
influence if he even conditionally suggested the possi 
bllity of a German acceptance of the present frontiers. 
And just as patently, it seems, that not even the 
Polish dictator, Filsudski, himself, could last beyond 
the day on which he consented to revision of Polish 
frontiers In the corridor. 
In the last analysis the reason appears simple. 
Tile 
question of the so-called corridor—for no Pole admits 
the name—is not a question of territory. 
Were it so, 
the solution would be simple. 
It is {he question of the 
Polish people. 
Moreover, it is of no use to discuss the historical as- i 
pects of the case. 
The Polish case cannot be viewed with clarity. 
Po­ 
land is a great state, measured by European standards. 
But with tho corridor in German bunds, Poland has no 
outlet to the sea. 
Every line of export would pass 
through German territory to German ports. 
On both sides of the frontier it seems there are marked 
'physiological changes. “The German has ceased to re­ 
gard Poland as a season-state. 
Ile now accepts Poland 
as a new but permanent, if annoying, fact in Europe. 
The Pole, quite justly now, conscious of his growing 
•trength, economic and political, is losing the nervous­ 
ness, the traditional and not unwarranted apprehension 
based on past events. 
And unless Europe comes to a new state of mind, the 
Polish corridor, it appears, will be productive of new 
wars, just as it has been the cause of old strifes.

problem, then, is for the League of Nations, to bring 
about a peaceful settlem ent of this difficulty—there must 
be an outlet to the sea for Poland, and this outlet must 
be through, Germany territory and into Germany pons.
